Venice, Nov. 18. 

Etters from Verona advife, that the 
weather growing worfe every day 
the Duke de Vendome had quitted 
his Camp at Luzara, and was 

march’d towards .the Secchia, to pafs that 
River , and fall upon the Quarters of the 
Germans ; where he might have fucceeded 
to hisdefire, laving the Advantage of 2 days 
March before Prince Eugene, had not the 
continual Rains obiig’d him to fend part 
of his Army into Quarters in the Mode- 
neze, and to return to Guaftalla with the 
reft. Prince Eugene having pafs'd the Sec- 
chia, has order’d feveral Pofts to be forti- 
fied about Mirandola, and Finale on the 
Frontier of the Modeneze, where ke has 
extended his Quarters along the Panaro, 
as far as Buon Porto. He has alfo fent 
400 Men to Buondeno, on the Frontiers 
of the Ferrareze, where they are throwin 
up Works to fecure cheinfalvis: The Ad- 
vices from Mantua affure us that the Count 
de Theffe has ‘receiv’d Orders to Command 
there during the Winter; that the Garri- 
fon is to be augmented to 10000 Men; 
that the Retrenchments which were thrown 
up by the Germans at Ponte Merlano are 
reir, and thofe at Due Catftelli fortified. 
The Marquels d Arrigoni, and fome other 
Gentlemen, fufpeced of correfponding with 
the Imperialifts, are feiz’d and imprifon’d 
in the Caftie of Mantua. 

From the Amtterdam Gazette, Dec. 18. 

Rome, Nov. 25. The report continues of 
the Pope’s refolution to take a Journey to 
Loretto in the Month of April; on which 
eccafiou a Jubilee will be granted to all 
the Cities, Villages, and other places through 


which his Holinefs paffes. All the Nobi- 


lity of Rome have obey’d the Pope’s Cr- 
ders, in keeping an exaét Neutrality in the 
Difference that happen’d between the Car- 
dinal de Grimani and the Duke d’ Uzeda 
Ambaflador of Spain. The Page belong- 
ing to the Ambaffador, who was woun- 
ded in theeScuffe between the Cardinal’s 
Domefticks and thofe of the Ambaffadrefs, 
is Dead.

Rome, Nov. 14. The Ambafflador of the 
City of Ferrara has had Audience of the 
Pope, to demand a Reinforcement cf Troops 


for the better Security of that City, and 


the Countries adjacent, from the Attempts 
of the Germans ; who notwithftanding the 
Affurances given by the Imperial Minifters 
that they would not enter into the Eccle- 
fiaftical Territories, begin to give out, that 
if they are ftraiten’d for Subfiftance they 
fhall be conftrain’d to take Quarters in the 
Ferrareze. 

From the Hague Gazette, dated Dec. 18. 

They write from Paris of the 11th Ul. 
That the Sieur de Zurlauben who was re- 
ported to be dead in Italy is recover'd of his 
Illnefs, and will return to Paris. The Che- 
valier de Lorrain, the late Duke of Orleans’s 
Favourite, who died of an Apoplexy fome 
days ago, had a vaft Income by his Court 
Preferments, and yet 100000 Livres will not 
pay the Debts that he has left behind him. 
By his death feveral Benefices are become 
vacant, which are in the Difpofal of the 
Duke of Orleans: He was 59 Years old.
